FROM TWO MONTHS' TRIP IN MEXICO 


Mr. and Mrs. C. D. Griffiths have just! 


eturned from an extended trip through 
)ld Mexico, and their experience tends 
o prove that notwithstanding the ap- 
arent tranquility of affairs in the 
juthern republic, those who have ambi- 
ion 'enough to try the experience will 
nd that the journey affords thrills 
nough to satisfy the average adven- 
urer. 


Mr. Griffiths and his party made the 


rip by rail, and the account he gives 
f their experiences is especially inter- 
sting as coming-from a man of sound 
udgment and a keen, intuitive know- 
edge of human nature as he finds it. 
After crossing the Rio Grande, the fur- 
her they advanced into the interior, 
he-more they were impressed with the 
mouldering spirit of unrest among the 
aopulace incidental, to the uncertainty 
jf life and property. There appears to

From conversation with prominent of- 


ficials in Mexico City, Mr. Griffiths was 
impressed with the apparent instability 
of the Obregon regime. The granting of 
an American loan and the official recog- 
nition of his government would do much 
to strengthen his hands. As it is, lack 
of money renders impossible the pro- 
tection of alien enterprises, particularly 
American, who seem to be discriminated 
against more than the English and Ger- 
man. 


The twenty-seventh amendment to 


the Mexican constitution, which pro- 
vides for the division of land among 
the people, is not working as expected. 
Where this has been done, the small 
holders have not the capital necessary 
to stock or cultivate it, and if they had, 
would have no protection from bandit 
raids. It seems to be the opinion of 
those in authority that if this amend- 
ment were repealed, outlawry would be 
more easily cheeked and there would be 
a better chance of recognition from the 
American government. 


Unless these two requirements are 


given, there is danger of the Obrogon 
government being overthrown—and al- 
though Obregon has given evidences of 
being a real man, yet under his rule the 
country is not a unit, and with the near 
approach of a general election and the 
possibility of De la Barre as a candi- 
date for president, the chances are not 
unlikely that we shall again see Mexico 
convulsed by another revolution. 


Prohibition is not a live issue with 


the Mexicans, and at no time during his 
travels did Mr. Griffiths witness any 
evidence of lawlessness as the result of 
drink. Mr. Griffiths and his party were

Pomona has a swimming pool that is 


popular with that city and a wide 
stretch of country beside. Hoping that 
its history and experience might supply 
information of interest to the people of 
"vina, in view of the approaching elec- 
tion at which this city is to vote upon 
a $12,000 bond issue in aid of the pool 
that is proposed for the park we have in 
the making, I have visited Pomona, and 
have gleaned these facts: 


Quite a number of years ago it be- 


came apparent that San Jose creek was 
the most attractive feature of Ganesha 
park to a great many of the children 
who were park visitors. In the shade 
of the sycamores and tall eucalypti 
they wadad and played in the creek, 
and it was incidentally noted that they 
built childish dams of mud, to deepen 
its water at favored spots, and thus to 
heighten the effect of a pool. Following 
the hint thus given by the children, the 
park management put in a concrete bot- 
tom for the creek to run over, near the 
picnic tables,- and built a low dam, so 
as to make in effect something of a pool. 
And at last, in 1914, the city construct- 
ed the present Ganesha park pool. 


This pool is 40x150 feet in area, with 


wide concrete walks about • it, 
and 


about 125 dressingrooms, and an office. 
The walls of the pool are steel reinforc- 
ed, and the bottom is wire reinforced. 
The water that is discharged from the 
pool is pumped to a storage basin, and 
thence it is boosted to the top of the 
park hill, whence it is used downward 
to do a variety of park irrigating. 
About 4000 bathing suits are owned in 
connection with the pool, and a pro- 
portionate number of towels. The suits 
are laundered at the pool by the work 
of park employees in charge, but the 
towels are sent to the laundry by con- 
tract. The suits are first given a rinse, 
then a wash in a disinfecting and cleans- 
ing solution, and then a clean rinse, and 
dried. 


The pool, and most of the houses, and 


the walks, were built at a time when 
wages and materials were at their low- 
est point, the days just before the war. 
It is estimated that the cost of that 
installation was not over half what it 
would be now; perhaps less than half. 
This is also practicably true of the 
dressing rooms. At that the city of 
Pomona got a pool at a mash invest- 
ment that now appears very small. This 


Pomona, during the life of this pool, 


has been a town of 12,000 to 15,000 
inhabitants, and there have been out- 
aide people on whom to draw for pat- 
ronage. Many Covina people have re- 
sorted to it. On the whole it may be 
accepted as having a larger population 
to draw from than the Covina pool 
will have. 


But this does not mean that a pool 


in Covina does not have a chance to 
carry itself and pay for itself. 
Again 


the comparison becomes difficult and 
complicated because of several .reasons. 


In the first place, the Pomona pool 


was opened, and for a time conducted, 
with the idea of supplying pool privi- 
leges at the lowest possible cost, and not 
with an eye to possible revenue. 


Again; from various reasons, perhaps 


some of them involving local politics, 
he help was engaged on the 8-hour 
>asis, so that in the season two and 
three shifts were required, with a very 
;reat increase of running expense. 


At the present moment the Ganesha 


3ark pool at Pomona has competition 
n the form of a fine plunge in the 
$250,000 Y. M. C. A. building in that 
ity, and this somewhat cuts into pos- 
sible revenues. 


The financial outcome of the Pomona 


pool has not always looked like easy 
money. Low rates, high overhead charg- 
s, and such accidents as the closing of 
the nool for eight weeks in the heart of 
one hot season, because it was suspected 
of being the source of a typhoid epi- 
demic (which infection was later traced 
to its source in a distant city) have 
kept the Pomona swimming pool" from 
showing the profits that it might easily 
have shown, according to the men who 
have known all about it from the be- 
ginning. 


Nevertheless., in the expert opinion of 


Mr. J. M. Paige, under whom it was 
planned, and built, and operated, till 
very recently, when Mr. Paige was call- 
ed to the chair of the secretary 'of the 
Pomona chamber of commerce, under 
proper charges from the beginning, and 
with a modern business management, 
the pool should have easily carried it- 
self and paid for itself within a reason- 
able time. Owing to the complicated 
nature of the case it is difficult to say 
exactly where it has landed, from the 
viewpoint of the financial statistician, 
but the indications are that it has made 
good, and might have done better, 


Mr. Paige strongly advocates no heat- 


ing of the water of the pool, on the 
ground that there are grave dangers to 
the health of the bathers from warmed 
water. Also, from long observation of 
the manner in which the pool is used, 
he emphatically urges very slight slopes 
of the floor of the pool whereby it 
shifts from shallow water at one end 
to deep water at the other end. Vastly 
move people use the shullow end. Where 
there are a few swimmers who want 
the deep water for diving there are 
very many more bathers who want wa 


CO VINA'S AUTO PARE 


IS NOW OPEN FOR USE 


The new Covina automobile park is 


completed, at least ta the extent of be- 
ing comfortably usable. It takes years 
to get all the features that go to make 
the finished auto park, and this is tho 
newest one in this part of the country. 


The park is located in the northern 


end of the new city park tract, on the 
south side of the Covina boulevard, just 
at the western side of the city. 
Ap- 


proaches have been provided through 
the curbing of the San Bernardino road, 
opening to a wide avenue that has been 
cleared through the orange trees that 
used to make this the show grove of this 
part of the country. There is a good 
rest room, two bungalow type palm- 
thatched shelters, with, open ends and 
sides, that cover long, wide tables with 
fixed seats; and there is a wood and gas 
cookery, of 'brick and iron, with free 
wood and gas on the pay-in-the-slot me- 
ter, and there is water in plenty at con- 
venient taps, the water free to all The 
parking space is large enough to com- 
fortably take in forty or fifty automo- 
biles and their parties, with enough of 
both, shade and sunshine, and fine breez- 
es. The city is managing the place, and 
so far has not fixed a schedule of charg- 
es. 


Quite a number of cars have recently 


made use of this park, and they all seem 
to like it. One tourist, who had driven 
down the coast all the way from Wash- 
ington, and stopped at some park or 
other all along the way, declared that 
it was the best park that he had seen 
on the whole 1800-mile trip. There 'is 
hope that the Covina auto park will be 
a good advertisement for the town, and 
of real use to us and the passing people 
who camp in it.

He Is Best Who Serves Best 


The flush times did more than make money plentiful and 


business good. Perhaps its worst effect was that it made con- 
temptible fools of tens of thousands of people who serve the 
public, people who make their daily bread serving the public. 


The bank clerk, the street car conductor, the railroad ticket 


agent, the waiter and a host of others that might be named, are 
there to serve people who are buying something from them, or 
paying them money or, indeed, lending them money. Yet the 
instances are myriad where such servants of the public treat the 
people — especially the mass of the people— with offensive im- 
patience, disrespect and very often brutality. 


"When, these days, there is a rush at a ticket office window, 


at a particular sales counter, in a street car, there you will as 
often as not find a peevish attendant, talking snappishly or in- 
sultingly, refusing to explain intelligently, or treating with 
scant courtesy the very people who are waiting to hand their 
good money over to him. 


Can you beat it ? 
Where are their brains 1 Do they realize that the very pres- 


ence of the crowds at their windows or their counters means 
business for their employer — that it means the salvation of their 
own jobs? Can't they understand that the rush is such a good 
thing for them personally that they ought to beam instead of 
scowl over it? 


It is an old story that courtesy brings trade. And now that 


the easy days have gone and competition rules again, the snap- 
pish server of the public probably wonders why he is out of a 
job while the man who was pleasant and courteous through it 
all, is hanging on at the old stand. " 


Let not the snappish clerk think he is even moral. Keal ser- 


vice is the highest morality. We -all serve — from the highest to 


find that no man is so rich or so independent that he doesn't 
serve somebody. It is the way of humanity — yesterday, today 
and forever. He who serves best is the best man. Conse- 
quently, those whose practice is to serve peevishly and offensive- 
ly are cheap specimens of mankind. 


Don't forget that fact the next time you are treated like an 


insect at the ticket office window. 


Spanish An Enduring Tongue 


We are glad to know that Spanish is being generally taught 


in the schools of California. We are thus kept in line with our 
traditions. Moreover, it is an enduring tongue. And every- 
body that has heard it knows how beautiful it is. 


It is a speech that clings to California like the scent of flow- 


ers to an old vase. It still haunts the ear like the schoes of old 
love songs. It were a pity if its lisping, lilting music were ever 
to be forgotten upon the golden shores where it was the first 
white man's tongue to be spoken.

You have but to go to a 
town like San Gabriel, for instance, and wait outside of a 
schoolhouse door until the little dark-eyed, olive-skinned young- 
sters are set free from their tasks.

And 
there are lots of children in San Gabriel and lots of children 
everywhere in California where Latin communities exist. There 
is no race suicide among them.

Education In California 


Will C. Wood, state superintendent of public instruction, 


is a candidate to succeed himself at the forthcoming election. He 
is one of the few men who will meet no opposition at the polls. 
Mr. Wood has visited Covina on various occasions, and was the 
speaker at the high school commencement exercises. His state- 
ment of the plans he has in mind for the schools of California is 
as follows: 


The splendid accomplishment in education in California dur- 


ing the last four 'years—an accomplishment made possible 
through the cooperation of all the major factor's in education, 
is the best evidence of the kind of educational policies that will 
dominate in case of my re-election. To be specific, however, I 
shall endeavor during the next four years to carry out the fol- 
lowing policies: 


Improvement of the efficiency of every part of the public 


school system from kindergarten to university. However, I 
make no pledge to reduce the tax rate for school purposes. I 
would be unworthy of re-election if I made such a pledge. Our 
schools have never been, and are not now as good as they should 
be. Whatever waste there is in the school system must be 
eliminated. With the increase in the purchasing power of the 
school tax dollar, we must insist upon a corresponding increase 
in school efficiency. Liberal support of education in a democracy 
such as ours is the best public economy. It is by securing the 
cooperation of the pupils, the teachers organized for professional 
improvement, and parents organized in parent-teacher associa- 
tions that we may hope to improve school efficiency. 


Emphasis upon law and order as American ideals and upon 


moral teaching. The schools must teach wholesome respect for 
the constitution of the United States, the constitution of Cali- 
i'ornia, and the laws of the land. 


Continued improvement of rural schools. During the last 


four years greater improvement lias been made in country 
schools than in previous four years. The country school ha's 
been given unit-h better financial support.

Audubon's Narr.s Immortal Because 


of His Splendiu Work for Amer. 


lean Native Bird*. 


John James Audubon, tin American 


naturalist nnd bird lover, who did per- 
haps more than any other man to In- 
terest, Americans in their native birds, 
was born In Meadvllle, La., of French 
parents, 
In 1780. 
He studied ' In 


France. In 1798 he settled near Phil- 
adelphia, 
where he 
lived 
for ten 


years, devoting himself to the study 
of blr<Js. Later he spent considerable 
time In the West, wandering through 
the woods In close touch with his 
feathered friends. 
In 1826 Audubon 


went to England, exhibiting his bird 
drawings, which he finally published 
in a work containing 435 colored 
plates of birds the size of life, entitled 
"The Birds of America." A copy of 
this complete work today Is worth a 
small fortune. 


On his return to America Audubon 


labored on an Illustrated work, "The 
Quadrupeds of America." 
Audubon 


never Instituted any movement for ,the 
preservation _of birds, for' In his day 
much of the country was wild, and 
It looked as though there were no 
danger of birds ever becoming extinct. 
It was his genuine love for the feath- 
ered folk that caused the Audubon 
society to be named for him. 


The Audubon society has done much 


to prevent wanton destruction and to 
create a sentiment against the wear- 
Ing of birds and feathers on millinery. 
It Is largely due to Audubon societies 
throughout the country that large 
tracts of ground have been set apart 
as bird reservations,. The national of- 
fice of the organization Is In New 
York city.

Important Rules of Conduct 


to Remember. 


A Mongolian yourt Is an umbrella- 


like framework of trelliswood cov- 
ered with thick felt which when new 
is perfectly white, circular In form, 
having a dome-shaped roof, and is 
about 14 to 18 feet in diameter, the 
door always facing south or south- 
west, and painted red. On arriving at 
a yourt on a Mongolian pony It is 
very necessary to remember that your 
riding whip must be left outside, laid 
on the ri'of, before you enter. To take 
it, or any kind of stick, Into the house 
would not be regarded as a simple 
breach of manners, such as taking 
your umbrella into the drawing room 
when paying a call In this country, 
but amounts to an act of aggression. 


As one enters the yourt one cannot 


help noticing that the floor is covered 
with semicircular mats of very thick 
white felt with bold applique designs 
In black, as a border. In-the 
of the building an Iron casket contains 
burning argol that flames brightly ftnd 
sends up ascending smoke that es- 
capes through a circular hole In-the 
roof. 
One must be careful to select 


one of the lowly seats on the ground 
on the left of the fire till the invita- 
tion Is given to "come up higher," 
which of course, will follow.
